iTbe affair is acutely' embar- 
passing for the party, coming 
01^ a day after the- Prime 
Ifinister’s widely publicised 
moves to try to curb soccer 
hooliganism. It reflects the 
deep concern in the party 
about the 'stjde of the far 
right which has lately been in 
control of the party’s student 
wing. 

Mr Gummer told the confer- 
ence : “ I have heard today of 
actions which to(A place last 
ni^t which .cannot anywhere 
or at any time be excused. 
Damage, hooliganism, and 
sheer vandalism are totally 
unacceptable”. 

He said that FCS brandies 
would have to pay for the 
damage, and the euIpTilS' could 
be expelled from the ■ party. 
The partes national union 
would conduct .anrinquizy,- and 
effectively take control cd tiie 
organisation. .

Police piit

A new code of conduct for 
the Metrapolitaa Foliee empha- 
sises the pubtic's civil rishts 
and warns officers against 
undue z^ in carrying out 
toeir. duties. . . ' . 

The. code, published yester- 
day, is the carrot -to back up. 
the stick of the Met’s disciplin- 
ary code aoid its puipose is to 
promote better relations be- 
tnveen police and public. 

• Sir -Eenneth ■ Newman, - the 
Metropolitan Commissioner, 
said yesterday: ”'We pump 
drtme fighttog end lew into 
our. recruits, out -pbUdng in a 
tolerant deniocracy has to be 
much -wider than that’' 

Sir Eehneth said that he had 
known on his' first div in 
Dffite in October. 1982. that a 
code was needed whi^ would 
provide police with detailed 
guidance. 

Some of the sensitive issues 
dealt wiith in the new code 
include cortuptibn, race rela- 
tionsaod. memberrinp 'of ihe 
freemasons.

unions and the Home Office.

The Campai^ for Nudear 
Disarmament 'wiU be allowed 
to use 10 acres of Ministxy of 
Defence land at Moleswortb 
for its Easter demonstration at 
the Cambridgetiiirc cruise mis- 
rile base. 

•The arrangement — won for 
CND by its unlikely champi- 
oas, the police — was dis- 
dosed yesterday with details 
on how CND plans to organise 
thousands of peace protesters 
over -the bank holiday 
weekend, 

CND has been allowed the 
land outside the perimeter 
ware at' Molesworth after a 
row between the Ministry of 
Defence and the Home CHfice, 
which is understood to have 
reached the ears of Mr 
Michael Heseftinc, the Defence 
Secretaxy, and Mr l«eoa 
Brittan. the Home Secrctar}'. 

Strongarm tactics were used 
by the MoD in Febniar^* when 

3.000 troops were employed to 
ertet 200 peace people from 
the edge of Molesworth. where 
64 US cruise nrisriles will be in- 
stalled in 1988. 

'Recognising that Easter 
could, if mishandled, create a 
confrontation between at least 

1.000 police and a sea of dem- 
onstrators from Britain and 
Europe, the police seized the 
imtiative. 

. They agreed with CND that 
I part of the solution to 
polidng such a large demon- 
I stration was to give the protes- 
tors room in which to organise 
It But local fanners, who 
joined many residents in ob- 
jecting to anti-cruise missile 
demonstrations, refused to rent 
out their fields. 

The Cambridgeshire police 
asked the MoD last month for 
permission to use over Easter 
the 10-acre piece of land, 
which the ministry intends to 
sell. But .the MoD would not 
cooperate. 

‘l^e'poUce then went to the 
Home Office and pleaded. their 
case for maintaining . public 
^ffSTat the demozutnition. Tiie 
Homo Office -was sympathetic, 
and seqt observers to 
Mdleswortm After heated 
discusrion between the MoD 
and toe Home Office toe 
police got their way. 

The 10 acres will accommo- 
date first aid facilities, an in- 
formation board, a marquee 
for lest riiildren, lavatories, 
and rubbish skips.

’Verdicts of death by misad- 
venture were recorded yester- 
day on all ei^t victims of the 
gas explosion whirii devastated 
a block of flats in Putney, 
southwest London, earlier this 
year. 

The jury at Westminster cor- 
oner's court took 40 mtoutes to 
reach a unanimous decision 
after heaxizig evidence from 
health and safety experts and 
survivors of the blast 

The coroner, Dr Paul 
Ehapman, prrised the perfor- 
mance of South-east Gas and 
the emergency services, say- 
ing; "Within a quarter of an 
hour the Segas en^neer was 
out of bed and on his way. By 
any standards, that was very 
go^ service. 

"The mechanism for rMort- 
ing and dealing with gas leaks 
went -wilb seemingty faultless 
efficiency, but it was too late.” 

He added: "The evidence 
has shown the great efficiency 
of the Metropolitan Police, and 
I have nothing but admiration 
or the London Fire Brigade 
who tolled in tiiose sub-zero 
temperatures.” 

A relative of two of the vie- 
tiizis earlier claimed that resi- 
dents at the flats iriiere the 
explosion occurred had com- 
plained of gas leaks and of 
repairs needed to a service 
road above the gas maiiL 

Mr Stejfiien Eknmerson, the 
son-in-law of two of the vio- 


tizzB, Norman and Phyllis 
Wilkes, said : " I have a mun- 
ber of messages taken from 
them referring to certain inci- 
dents with gas leaks. I believe 
that the source of' the leak was 
unidentified.” After toe hear- 
ing Mr Emmerson said he was 
considering taking farther 
actiozL 

Ten-ton dust carts -were 
partly blamed for breaking a 
main at toe centre of the ex- 
plosion at the Mancor fields 
estate. 

BGss Elizabeth Gyngell, the 
principal inspector of the 
Health and l^ety Executive, 
told the inquest that the road 
was not designed for heavy ve- 
hides and that the weight 
could have, cracked the main. 

Dr Bichard Towers, a metalr : 
lurgist with the executive. : 
claimed that a nine-foot sec- ;

supported. "The soil for this 
len^ was tmcompacted and 
this would increase the pres- 
sure on the supported parts of 
the main,” he said. 

Gas bom the crack — un- 
able to escape the frozen 
groond — seeped into 
Newnham House in Putney 
Hill. The eaplosion could have 
been set off by any normal 
hoosdiold action, the inquest 
heard.

US and Soviet arms control 
negotiators met again in Gen- 
eva yesterday ' with both sides 
apparently concerned by the 
propaganda war about the 
taifcg which has broken ont 
over space weapons. 

Wasbington and Moscow are 
openly waning each other be- 
cause the space weapons issue 
is prejudicing progress is Geor 
eve. ^e negmiators are SUU 
engaged in stakng out jireUm- 
nary' positions, and the first 
round, which is due to end on 
April 23, was never esrpeeted 
to do much. more than provide 
a basis fbr assessment of the 
opening bids. 

There will be a recess for 
four to six weeks, before the 
negotiations resume. But al- 
ready the Soviet Union 
warning that the Geneva talks 
coidd ren^n deadlo^ed for 
many years heralding a non- 
agreement era. 

This is the view expressed 
this week by Mr Georgi 
Arbatov, the head of Soviet In- 
stitute for US and Canada. Mr 
Arbatov had been a little more 
cheerful about the superpower 
relationship after the January 
meeting between Mr Andrei 
Gromyko, the Soviet Foreign 
Minister, and Mr George 
Shult^ the US Secretary of 
State. 

But with' the I7S and the 
Soviet Union perspective on 
soaee 'weapons fundamentally 
different, Mr Arbatov has now 
returned to the pessimism he 
was expressing last year, when 
arms control negotiations had 
broken down. 

Mr Gromyko contributed to 
the gloom and doom interpre- 
tation of President Beagan’s 
pursuit of .the Strategic De- 
fence Initiative. Writing in the 
World Marxist Bevlew, the 
Foreign Minister called ' for a 
ban on weapons in space, as 
well as a fre^ on the produc- 
tion and deployment of nu- 
clear weapons and a halt to all 
nuclear weapons tests. 

Mr Gromyko has not ^mken 
'(hrectly of the Soviet posi- 
'tions taken in Geneva, but 
East Germany and Poland have 
published identical vex^ans of 
proposals they say the Soviet 
Union has tabled. 

Polish papers have given an 
account of a speech by Gen 
■Jarozelski in which he smd 
that' the soviet proposals inr 
eluded a freeze of the number 
of strategic offensive missiles, 
and cm the number of US 
cruise and Pershkig n inlsriles 
delayed hr Western Europe. 
'"The Soviet Union woidd res- 
pond' in a Ske manner,** he 
said. 

Gen Jaruzelski added that

johaimerimrg s A South Afri- 
can pdUceman whose patrol 
shot dead at least 19 blacks 
said yesterday bis sworn state- 
zoent was wrong in saying that 
a warning. shot was fired when 
his men meed attack. 

Lt John Fonehe told an zzi- 

iziry 22 UQ toe killings at 

Itenhage in toe Eastern Cape 
that bis only explaziation was 
that -the statement could have 
been taken down incorrectly. 

Lt Fouehe's original stat^ 
ment said he fired a wazning 
shot after a police armoured 
vehzde was stoned by a black 
crowd and toe leader of the 
group produced a bottle, 
voters have frequezitly used 
petrol bombs. 

“I think I most have shot 
the wamizig shot flnt. When 
the stones were thrown and 
the bottle was produced, I 
wouldn’t have fired a warning 
shot by then because it would 
have been too lat^" Lt Fouebe 
told the iziquiry. 

Yesterday, he contradicted a 
statement by toe Law and 
Order Minister, Mr Louis I.e 
Grange, which said the police 
opened fire after being at- 
tacked with petrol bombs, 
stones and stirics. He said he 
saw only one woman throw a 
stone before he gave the order 
to fire. 

Lt Fonehe told the inquiry 
that police at Ultenbage had 
been given permission by 
headquarters in Pretoria two 
days before the shootlzvg to 
use lethal weapons. 

Tbe inquiry has already 
beard evidence that teargas. 
rubber bullets and birdshot 
had not been Issued to riot 
patrols at Uitenhage since 
February. 

The first doctor to be called 
to toe scene of the shooting ^ 
the police, Dr Gerhardt Nel. 
told the inquiry he did not 
know of any other doctors 
being called to help the in- 


jured, whom he estimated 
zmmbered about 30. He arrived 
at toe ^ene about 20 zDluutes 
after too shooting. 

In Cape Town, the wife of a 
leadtog anti-apartoeid activist 
said 1^ husband, Mr Johnny 
lisel, was arrested at work yes* 
terday. Mr Issel, a patron of 
the United Democratic Front 
(UDF), was an administrator 
for the ecumenical Churches’ 
Urban Planning Commission, a 
social work organisation. 

The eomiuisrion recently 
moved its offices 100 yards 
outside an area to which Mr 
Issel was rostrieted imder a 
banning Older TimitiHg his 

freedom of movement and pre- 
vmxting him beizig quoted or 
meetizig more than one person 
at a time. 

A Gape Town police spokes- 
man said a man restricted to 
one district had been arrested 
in another and would appear 
in court soon, but decline to 
say if toe man was Mr Issel. 

Meanwhile, unrest continued. 
A one-year-old black baby was 
killed in a fire that engulfed 
nine shan^ homes during 
overnight rioting in the East- 
ern Cape. 

In Jobannetourg about 40 
protesters from the UDF and 
trade unions demonstrated at 
the headquarters of the US 
bank Citibank over cemtinued 
foreign inves t ment in South 
AMca. 

In Stockholm, a black South 
African said disinvestment by 
foreign companies operating in 
South Africa would not worsen 
toe majority’s situation. 

The UDF spokesman. Hr 
Murahy Morobe, told a news 
conference a withdrawal by 
foreign companies would not 
cause mass unemployment as 
so few blacks worked ia such 
firms, and would be an effective 
protest against the apartheid 
system. 


New Namibian plan 
may dash UN hopes

South Africa and its political 
surrogate in Namibia, the 
Multi-J^ariy Conference, have 
completed a detailed indepen- 
dence plan for the territory 
which could soon dash hopes 
of an internationally accept- 
able settlement under UN reso- 
lution 435C 

The plan ibr a " transitional 
government national unity." 
could be implemented by 
toe end of the month and in- 
volves immediate, qualified in- 
d^ndence from Pretoria 
without an election. It was 
drafted by toe MFC and for^ 
maUy handed over to Presi- 
dent P. W. iBotoa last week. 

It thus coincided with tbe 
delivezy to Mr Botha of a 
draft compromise by> toe US 
asastant Secretary of State for 
Africa, Dr Chester Crocker, 
which was intended to force 
the Namibian issue 1^ Easter. 

Since toe MFC scheme, 
drawn up in 10 weeks, had Mr 
Botha’s advance blessing, con- 
ferred in his inaugural address 
to the new South iUrican par- 
liaznent on January 31. and 
was sympathetically received 
last week, it can reasonably be 
seen as Pretoria’s riposte to 
.American pressure. 

A study of toe full MPC text 


reveals plans for the transi- 
tiozial government to take over 
toe powers currently vested in 
the South African territorial 
administrator. Dr Willie van 
Niekerk. This entails leaving 
Pretoria in charge of foreign 
relations, defence, security and 
finance. 

Dismissing electrons as "uzir 
necessary/' toe plan envisages 
an eight-member cabinet wito 
ministers from all six MPC 
parties and a similarly consti- 
tuted “natiozial assemhlv” of 
62 members. There is also pro- 
vision for a constitulSonal 
councE to prepare for full in-

The draft constitution is to 
be "submitted to the elector- 
ate for its approval" by toe 
eaNnet within three months of 
its completion. Tbe MPC docu-

The leaders of the two op- 
posing sides in Chad's ciw 
war left the Mali capital, Ba- 
mako, yesterday after being in- 
vited there for talks by Pnesip 
ent Moussa Traore. It was not 
clear whether the rivals had 
met face to face, although 
General Traore held meetings 
with both men. 

The former Chadian preri- 
dent. Mr Goukouni Oueddei. 
holds the northeim part of tite 
huge desert count r>' and lus 
had substantial military back- 
ing from Libya. President 
Hissene BabrC, formcrl}' de- 
fence minister in Mr 
Gotikouni’s 12-faction coalition 
government, took up anus in 
19S0. His seizure of power two 
years later was funded by the 
CIA through Sudan. In August. 
198S, the French Govemincnt 

g ut 3,500 troops into Chad to 
3ck Mr HabrC* as tht- opoosing 
army moved south. The French 
troops were pulled out a year 
later. 

The uneasy stalemate, with 
the coimtiy almost partitioned, 
has been a continuous source 
of destabilisation in the region 
and chronic drought hs sent 
thousands of Chadians into tbs 
neighbouring countries of Caw 
eroott, Sndan, Central African 
Republic, and Nigeria in 
scarrii of food. 

Aid agency officials working 
in Chad describe the situation 
as “ catastrophic — a logistical 


nightmare." Pressure on both 
^es for reconciliation and an 
end to almost 20 years of war 
has come from a number of 
A^can countries and the two 
principal wteiders involved — 
France and Libya. 

The first step was taken last 
monto when Preuiilcni Habro 
visisted the extreme southern 
part of toe country for only 
the second time since ousting 
Mr GoukounL Sporadic fighting 
with various factions has dev- 
astated toe normally fertile 
south whito had become al- 
most a no-go area. Tight seen- 
rity surrounded toe President 
who appealed for national 
reconciliation in speeches in 
each province. 

Previous attempts at recon- 
ciliation have been made in 
the lart year wito meetings in 
Addis Ababa and the 
Congolese capital, Brazzaville, 
but toe two leaders have never 
agreed to meet face to face. 
Late last year, in an attempt 
to sidestep the two doudnant 
personalities a number of fac- 
tions met in Ouagadougou, cap- 
ital of Burkina Faso, formezly 
Upper Volta, but failed to 
muster sumcient political 
wei^t to resolve the 
.stalemate. 

The current negotiation ^ms 
to return to some version of 
the delicately balazieed coali- 
tion formula put toother by 
the Orgaziisation of African 
Uziity in Lagos in 1979. 
Present Habre has re^sted 
discussion of any such formula 
until now. He rimilarly 
resisted the withdrawal of 
French troops last August and 
forecast toat toe Chadian .capi- 
tal, N’ditenena. would be over- 
run by the Libyan army once 
tbe French withdrew. However, 
although the Libyans have 
reportedly not withdrawn from 
northern Chad as they agreeA 
there has been no move south- 
wards by the Libyan troops or 
by Mr Goukouni’s.

SOHO may stUl dress like the 
whores and tarts it propa> 
gated down the years, but 
beneath this venal ftont 
beats the tiny heart of a 
, respectable commnnity. 
Once, in the Thirties, it 
swell^ and' pounded to the 
tune of the 30,000 people who 
made , up its determinedly 
cosmopolitan population: 
now that residential core has 
dwindled to less than 3,000. 

True, in recent years Soho 
has bera made to clean up its 
act — with some success. It 
no longer rivals the red-light 
district of Hamburg’s St Pauli 
or Amsterdam’s Rembrandts- 
plein as a blatant advertise- 
ment fbr low life But if visu- 
ally there are signs of 
improvement, there are si^ 
too that the small community 
that actually lives there 
wants to make its presence 
fblL 

Traditionally, these people 
have never asked for much 
and therefore have not got 
much to show for it in terms 
of residential amenities. In 
fact, as far as the world is 
concerned, a residential com- 
munity in Soho does not 


exist But though a small and 
by no means vocUhrous voice, 
it is making a brave effbit to 
reclaim some of the area for . 
itself 

Of conrse. so fhr this has 
meant reiUrbishment of only 
a tiny part of these cluttered 
streets. But the work has 
begun.' 

where do you start with a 
place that’s humped around 
such an historically contro- 
versial image for hundreds of 
years? You build a com- 
munity centre. And that’s just 
what the Soho Family Centre 
Trust intends doing once it 
has raised the remaining 
£30,000 to complete a £130,000 
:ecL 

e Soho Hoos^ Associa- 
tion, foim^ in 19 t 5 throi 
the Soho Society, has alreac 
partially completed rehabilf- 
tation of Victorian tenements 
in a block bordered by 
Brewer Street, Bupert Street 
Archer Street and Windmill 
Street The ihmily centre is 
being created in the ground 
andbasement floors of one of 
the housing blocks. 

At present the proposed 
centre looks little different 
ftom any other building 
shell: bat a DHSS grant con- 
firmed recently, has enabled 
Elizabeth Wharfe, a norseiy 
liaison teacher and a mem- 
of the projects steering 
committee, to confirm that 
one floor of the centre will 
open in September.

“Ibe people Tve 
met at Benenden are not root- 
ed in the past — they’re sup- 
ported by it, mayoe, but 
they’re not sitting waiting to 
grow moss.

IN HER introduction to Mak- 
ing Fto The Open, The Chatto 
Book of Port-Femimst Po^xy 
1964-1984 (Chatto & Windus 
£4.95), Carol Rumens says that 
the poems she has included 
“proclaim only themselves,” 
they have been selected for 
their excellence; the 
litical implication of the 

look’s sub-title is a declara- 
tion of the anthology’s apoli- 
ticalsess, the term “post- 
feminist” expressing “a 
psychological^ rather than 
political condition” — that of 
^en^ freedom”. 

' Fifty^ix women poets, old 
and young, from twenty dif- 
ferent countries, are repre- 
sented by a few poems each. 
All hm. establiued reputa- 
tions in their own coontiies if 
not internationally. The 
poems have no unii 
theme — some are poll! 
some humorous. They are 
of a hi^ standard and differ- 
ent readers will respond to 
different poets- and poems. J 
was particnlariy struck: by 
Elaine Feinstein’s transla- 
tion of Fever by Bella Akb- 
madnlina which nears oat Ms 
Hnmen5*s' claim that Rnssian 
poetay is pa^culai^ amena- 
ble to TgwgHah translation. - 

Ms Rumens hopes that this 
anthology will be “a small 
stepping stone to the time 
when we do not feel obliged 
to think of writers in terms od 
gender at alL” As if to hasten 
on this day, she has tended — . 
iatentianaUy or not — to 
choose, poems that do not 
draw attention to their wri- 
ters'. Sex: there is little do- 
mestic paraphernalia, chil- 
dren are limited, so are love 
poems. 

Some of the j^ms. Includ- 
ing one of the longest in the 
eoue^on. The Constant ^n 
Soldier -Ity-U.- A Fanthorpe, 
are written. in the male per- 
sona. Bdt'is gendeiiess 
ry a desirable aim? Women 
will always be able to write 
with more insight about cer- 
tain- subjects than men (the 
converse -is not- neeessaxily 
tine); ~to • abandon this 
strength would be a -loss 
rather than a gain. 

Ms Rumens also hopes that 
the anthology : will be noted 
“by those who think tiiere are 



no women poets of any merit 
and by those ^nerous souls 
who believe that women 
sh^d be judged by less than 
stxiiment measurements of 
exceflence.” This seems a 
little pessimistic: Sappho has 
been venoated fer over two 
thousand years and X doubt 
that today’s serious critics 
differentiate between male 
and female poets — thoii^ 
this sort of condescension is 
rife in other fields. 

The scope of Making For 
The Open is ambitious — a 
. global offering of the best of 
poetry written^ women over 
• the past 20 years. The under- 
. taking will have been justi- 
fied even if the book only suc- 
ceeds in winning new readers 
fer some of the poets it feat- 
ures. Contributors include 
Fleur Adcock, Amy dampitt, 
Margaret Atwood; Grace 
NudKds — to name but a few. 

' billy’s Brtod by Sandra H. 
Gilbert (Norton £195) is the 
antitiiesis to Makiim For The 
Open. Dedieatea to two 
women poets by its title — 
Bronte and Dickmsox^ whose ' 
merit is beyond question — it 
opens with tiie poet confrontr . 
ing and embracing her 
gender as she addresses the ' 
Muses:

You loouidn’t be interested.

Ms Gilbert’s 
poems abound in female 
parts, kitchen appliances, 
food, girtthing, and with these, 
she weaves metaphors, iilns- 
trates conflicts and- ironies, 
and always makes verbal 
mnsie. Not all her poems sing 
the body domestic but some 
of the best do. such as The 
Dressmaker’s Doninty (“head- 
less, aimless, / a barren stork 
on one steel leg . . .”) and the 
short poem Pink.

So Britten’s concept of

It was made at the old

Take la:d night's First 
Tuesday (Yorkshire), which 
offered a film about a R*urut 
family surviving through tiie 
lung trauma of the Lebanese 
war. and another about a 
social problem that* is fright- 
eningl.v close to home ; 
racialist attacks on black and 
Asian families in the more 


blighted areas of our ciiies. 
Wliat it reveals is not -that it 
is happening — which was 
well documented but the 
0\Tcnt to which the poliue 
fail to take any action. For a* 
start, Ihc police may be un- 
willing to accept that an as- 
sault. or an attack on home- 
one's home or car is racially 
inspired. 

That might not matter so 
much if they just did some- 
thing about the crimi' itself. 
Yet some of the aU.tcks that 
Peter Moore's film covered 
showed that even where 
there has been repeated 
harassment, or where the 

police had provided some 
sun'eillahcp, or where wit- 
nesses wore available, arrests 
were made in onl.v a very 
smail proportion of ease:;.

BGchael Billiimton reports from Chicago on a range of theatre to rival Broadway 

A wonderful town for the new 
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THERE is xnoce to the 
American .' theatre' ' ' thai^ 
Broadway. ’Washington is tbe 
home of tbe new American 
National Theatre. Louisville 
bas its annual New Plays 
FeslivaL and Chicago is .now 
beginning to rival New York 
in the quality and variety of 
its work, ft boasts 93 the- 
atres, some famous compa- 
nies (the Goodman, 
Steppenwolf, Second .City), 

- and is an' artj^c • base for 
• three of the hottest talents 

in American theatre : David 
. Mamet, John Malkovitifii, and 
' director'Gregory Mosher. 

The theatre is Chicago's big- 
gest growth iadustrj' partly 
because of the inspirational 
. example of the Second City 

- revue company founded 25 
years ago ; partly becaose it 
is possible for a fledgling 
compaiD' to . hire a perfor- 
mance space for as little as 
$75 a week ; and partly be- 
cause Chicago supports its 
own. The key question is 
how long the major talents 
will resist the siren-calls of 
New York and Hollywood. 

A good example is Gregory 
. Mosher, a lean, bald young 
guy with a nervous habit of 
urowing his pen across . the 
table at you as he talks. 
Mosher came to Chicago in 

- 1974, became artistic- -director 
of the Goodman Theatre In 
1978, and' in that time has 
staged a staggering 37 world 
or American premieres, 
many of them .by David 
Mamet. 

■ Mosher's iatest venture is; 
the creation of the ' New 
Theatre Company, built . 
around viitere Mamet and' 
•;johtt Guare and 'a -seiHi-prr- 
T¥w>TH»itt team of actors and - 

- designers. Next month It 
moves hito a converted 350- 


seat . . warehouse, - which 
Mosher dub.<? a ■ ".Chicago 
Cottesloe." But, ironically, at 
the very moment when 
Mosher is fulfilling hi.*; 
dream of creating a " Camily 
company, ’ he is being assid- 
uously wooed to take over 
the moribund 'Vivien Beau- 
mont Theatre at New York's 
Lincoln Centre. 

I caught the first venture 
of the Now Theatre Com- 
pany. wliich is Mosher's pro- 
duction of The Cherry Or- 
chard ■ in a guts>'. collopuial 
version by David Mamet. I 
had been warned to expect 
something conlrover.sial : in 
fact, 1 found something ex- 
tremely familiar. iTlie bare, 
peeling hack wall, the ab- 
sence of furniture except for 
rugs and cushions, the one 
and three quarter hour, no- 
intennissioD playing of the 
text — all these were a 
direct imitation of Peter 
Brook's 1980 Paris produc- 
tion. The problem is Mosher 
has aped Brook'.s spartan 
simplicity without achieving 
his rich emotional texture. 


Although ware of the 
vogue for free adaptations. 1 
did however warm to 
Mamet’s Chicagoan Chekhov. 
Given Mamet's fondness for 
four-letter words, local wags 
-had- suggested il might -be- 
come The Bleeping Cherry. 
Orchard. In fact. Mamet has 
endowed the characters with 
the looping repetitions' and 
fragmented sentences that 
are his trademark. But the 
language '. also has a -pugent 
refreshing directness. 

But although Mamet’s text 
combines unfettered emotion 
with eveeydsy Jiesitation, 
Mosher's morally neutral pro- 
duction .Is dry. fast, and 
strangely passionless. Lind- 


say Crouse, a fine acl resis 
plays Ranevskaya in a per- 
verse monotone and seems as 
affected by the io»s of hei- 
horae as by a late laundry 
deliver^' . 

The one exception to the 
prevailing coolnes.s is the 
Lopakhin if Peter Ricgert 
(of Local Hero fame). He 
plays the character 
beautifully from his own 
point of \*iew as a man who 
combines clas.s vengeance 
with an undisguised love for 
Kanevskaya : during the 

second act he .stares at her 
with rapt, still devotion 
while Var^-a (Li»4 Zanc) in 
turn looks' longingts- at him. 
Mr Riegert is an actor to 
watch. 

In treating the play a.s 
bris'k comcd.v. .HosIkt lias 
however stripped it of emo- 
tional resonance (wc don’t 
even hoar the famous sound 
of tbe snapping string). But 
new companie.<i should never 
be judged by their first pro- 
duction : and this one ^es 
on to present a new Mamet 
double-bill, The Shawl and 
The Spanish Prisoner, 
the text of which I have read. 
Tlie longer piece. The Shawl, 
strikes me as a cryptic mas- 
terpiece. It is the stoiy of a 
fake medium who is tiying 
to cheat a troubled woman 
of her fortune : but a 

Pinterish ambiguity hangs 
over the proceedings since 
the medium seems to have 
made genuine contact with 
the client’s mother. I just 
hope our resident Mamet ex- 
port. BUI Bryden, picks up 
this haunting play. 

Meanwhile, the big Good- 
man stage (Mosher rejeeta 
ttac term "main") is cu^ 
rently housing a touring pro- 
duction b\' New York’s 


Negro Ensemble Company of 
Ceremonie.s In Dark Old Men 
by Lonne Elder III. First 
reen in' 1969. it was a land- 
mark in tbe Ensemble's his- 
tor>' and one of their first 
siiows to attract on inie- 
grafed audience. Sci in a 
Harlem barber’s shop in ihe 
late ]930s, il shows a feckli'S-s 
rather and his two roust- 
about sons failing willing 
victims to a racketeer who 
converts their pt.*ice into a 
front for bootleg whisky. The 
moral is dear ; the family 
that preys together doi^sn't 
stay together. Bui aitliousli 
the piece now seems a mile 
folks.v, it is worth bceing for 
a fine performanev* by the 
veteran Douglas Turner 
Ward as the fantasisiog. cx- 
hoofer father. 

But, outside the Goodman, 
(he company that has made 
Chicago theatrically famous 
is the Steppenwolf Theatre 
Company founded in 1976 by 
a group of people who had 
Studied at Illinois Slate Uni- 
versity. In the last two years 
its productions of True West. 
.And .A Nightingale Sang, and 
Balm In Gilead, have taken 
off-Broadway by storm: and 
its most famous alumnus is 
John Malkovich, an intense. 
)2ser-e3'ed young man whose 
brilliant Biff to Dustin Hoff- 
man's Willy Loman in the 
Broadway Death Of A Sales- 
man suggested to me he is 
the most exciting American 
actor since Brando. 

Malkovich is now back at 
the tiny Steppenwolf direct- 
ing a new play by Lynn 
Seifert. Coyote Ugly, which I 
saw in preview. The play it- 
self Is -a fasdnating piece of 
American Gothic comedy 
dealing with Incest in An- 


rona — a blend of Charles 
Addams and Sam Shepard.

Litde cause for alarm about 
the latest cervical survey 


Sir. — Once again the 
emotive headlines have 
painted entirely ' the wrong 
pi^re presented by the 
Woild Health Organisation 
survey published in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal. 

Your article ( March 29 )' 
misses out important facts. 
The 'Who study was a 
TDUltlcentre one where s^n 
of the eight countries in- 
volved were In the develop- 
ing world. Patients were up 
to the age of 56 and were 
taldng high-dose oestrogen 
contraceptives. • 

in the discussion of the 
paper it is emphasised that 
the overall relative risk of 
1.19 in. women who had ever 
used oral contraceptives is of 
borderline significance, not 
impressive in magnitude, and 
can easily be explained on 
the basis of incomplete con- 
trol for the confounding fact 
of single variables. 

In the light of this report 
it is important for women to 
check that they have had a 
recent cervical smear, i.e. 
within three to five years, 
and for them to realise that 
these changes in the cervix 
take place over a long period 
of time, up to 10 years. 
There is therefore no need 
for women to seek an emer- 
gency appointinenL The next 
routine appointment is quite 
adequate for discussions 
about continuation of contra- 
ception and cervical cytology. 

1 think it is important for 
any oral contraceptive users 
to be made aware of tbe 
major facts of this sdentifie 
paper and of this difficult 
subject, which would appear 


at present to have been mis- 
reported.

The sheath and- the dia- 
phragm both protect .the cer- 
rtx from whatever .this - is, 
jurt as they, protect it from 
the bacteria of the venereal 
diseases. If women on the 
■pill were shown- to suffer 
more from gonorrhoea, we 
should hardly jump to the. 
conclusion that the pilt 
caused it 

These new figures of the 
'World Health Organisation 
give no support whatever to 
the idea that the pill is in- 
herently carinogenic. Com- 
mon sense suggests that any 
difference of incidence 
should be interpreted not in 
terms of the ■ pill eousinp 
cervical carcinoma but of its 
providing less protection 
against it than some other 
contraceptives.

Vietnam boobs of the Beeb 


OXFORDSHIRE: Chiffehaff 

sons' has been r^orted from 
many parts of toe county 
from late February onwards, 
but it is far from certain 
toat the singers are the pio- 
neer migrants of the season. 
The reason for .doubt is not 
only the fact that rrind di- 
rection and temperature are 
unlitely to have favoured 
early arrival but also, sur- 
prisingly in such a hard win- 
ter, many chiffehaffs over- 
wintered and it may be these 
which are now proclaiming 
their presence. One regular 
but comparatively scarce 
summer migrant — a 
garganey — ' appeared among 
toe wigeon. maUard, and pin-, 
tails on the shallow floodwa- 
ter of Oxford’s Port Meadow 
for a week or so from 
mld-Mareh onward. -A search 
for it on March 28 was un- 
successful b'nt a scanning of 
the margin of . the. pool for 
waders — only two redshank 
and one lapwing found «- 
revealed that among toe nu- 
merous " pied wagtails was 


one of this species's con- 
tinental form, known as 
the white wagtail. This 
specimen, a cock in breeding 
plumage, presented a good 
opportunity for diagnostic 
comparison with our .native 
form as the two trotted side 
by side. The most obvious 
differences are that the 
white wagtail has a pale 
grey rather than a black 
back, and that the black bib 
which is continuous with tbe 
black cap and nape in tbe 
..pied .wagtail is separated by 
a band of white in' the 
vriiite. Of course both birds 
might have been true sum- 
mer migrasrts for a good pro- 
portion of our- pied popula- 
tion goes south for wmter. 
But it is pretty safe to 
regard tbe ' continental bird, 
probably on - passage to 
Sea^iaavia or Iceland, as 
my first genrine summer mi- 
grant of this spring. So far I 
-have been un»le to find ei- 
ther of the other usual can- 
didates, wheatear or sand 
martin.

What do the worisers at 
Manchester Cold Rollers gel 
out of it? Tbe lowest-paid of 
them gets scarcely more than 
the dole, and has to vrork 
long hours for it But it's a 
job, it's experience, it gives 
self-respect That’s putting it 
at its very least I was im- 
pressed the way they all 
folt involved in the company. 
Everyone bad lunch together 
(pies and flsb-and-ebips frum 
a nearby shop) and discussed 
the -company in detail with 
complete openness. 

All the files are accessible 
to anjune at any time. Any- 
one who is interested can 
know everything from infor- 
mation about the company’s 
financial position to exactly 
how much eveiyoue in the 
■firm is paid. There are not 
many organisations in which 


the most junior employee can 
find out the salary of the most 
senior one. but uiis is taken 
for granted at MCR. 

The company has certainly 
had problems, not least of 
morale. These too were dis- 
cussed openly and frankly. 
Perhaps what is most surpris- 
ing about this is that it is sui> 
PTUing. It ought to be normal 
for infonnation to ‘be ex- 
changed freely. It is hard to 
believe that MCR would have 
overcome its problems, or 
exist today, if it were not a 
cooperative. And it is cooper- 
ative in every sense of the 
wprd. 

The partners in MCR are 
not only working success- 
fbliy, bnt they are also work- 
ing together successfolly; and 
not working against one 
another in the way that is in- 
stitutionalised both in the 
private and state sectors of 
industry. Looki^at a cooper- 
ative such as MCR in the con- 
text of the terrible yearlong 
diimnte in the coal-mimag 
inousliy must force anyone to 
reflect that, yes, there is an 
alternative.

These axe some of the findr .

A spur was the growing 
public concern about the po- 
tentially damaging impact of 
unemployment on young 
people. . As the: Sheffield 
group pot it, is the British - 
Jouniai 'of ^chologT' ”Two 
pMsUile conseqnmices have 
been particularly empha- 
sised: a decrement in the p9- 
chological health and a re- 
duced commitment to the 
labotfr market such that teen- 
, agen who are ncemployed 
for Imtg periods . may lose 
’ Interest in paid 'woik,'comiim 
to prefer Im without a job.*: 
Frofossional interviewers 
were sent to 11 urban areas 
— Manchester, Liverpool, 


Slou^ and Ldloa, Lewishmn, 
Wiliesden, South East Essex 

— to gather data firom 1,1S0 
unemployed 17^ear-olds. 

‘ All toe teenagm had left 
'school approximately IS 
months earner with no more 
than two GCE or CSE-«quiva- 
lent passes. Ail had been ud- 
employed fm* at least four 
weekx This part of the study 
was carried out In the sum- 
mer of 1982 when register^ 
nnemplomeht for 16-18-yea> 
olds in Britain 'was 33 per 
: cent for mal^ 30 per cent for 
females. 

- Among the variables aam- 
ined were: ethnic group 
(blacks of Afro^)aribbean de- 
scent compared with whites), 
sex differences and experi- 
ence in toe' labour market 
The final break-down of the 
samples was: 245 black 
males, 388 sriiite males, 129 
black femafes and 388 white 
females. Of these young 
people. 87 per cent were liv^ 
tag with their parents or 


other relativea, 8 per cent 
with people of their own age 
and 4 per cent alone. 

The unemployed whites 
showed sjgQuicantly higher 
general distress and depres- 
sion than the black teen- 
uem The mala reason is 
that toe white males general- 
ly had a more positive atti- 
tude' towards jobs, being 
more likely to describe them- 
selves as actively seeking 
work and to take ^ job, that 
was offered. The gins showed 
Kimiiar diffOcences. 

On the other band, toe 
black p^be, haviim been 
bounced off a lot of closed 
doors was responding with a 
defensive -selectivity: these 
urban youngsters were not 
prepared to take ax^ old rub- 
bish jobs/ The sex differences 
were stxiktag, the females re- 
porting being more upset 
than toe males about the stig- 
ma of being unemployed. The 
black girls were more com- 
mitted to finding jobs than 
toe black boys. 

As for filling their days, the 
b<^ of both ethnic groups 
spent more time out of toe 
bouse than toe girls and were 
more likely to be members of 
groups, clubs or teams. The 
black males, also found it 
much easier to pace their 
days than the black females 
altbongb there was no such 
sex drffer,ence among the 
whites. 

R is clear toouA that in 
spite of toe resilience of 
young people, the psychologi- 
cal health of these teenagers 
was poor. Their score on toe 
General Health Question- 
naire were significantly high- 
er than Uiose of teenagers 
with jobs. 

The moie serious ^mp- 
toma, toe slide towards de- 
pression. occurred at around 


three months after the young- 
sters graduated to unemploy^ 
ment and the worrying 
feature here is the possibility 
. of ' inertasin^ severe ^mp- 
toms as life on the dole bites 
more deeply. 

The range is well docu- 
mented and fri^tening. from 
personality imtaosion to deep 
depression with self-esteem 
in tatters to aggressive anti- 
social behaviour. 

'What the stu^ has estab- 
lished convincing is that 
young people with a strong 
commitment to find work suf- 
fer greater psychologicaJ ill 
health — rejection is the 
most powerful destroyer of 
s^ value. At the moment 
because torn have developed 
tougher skins, the blacks 
cope by withdrawing from the 
lanonr market where rejeo 
tion is almost certain. But 
even tfaot^ it destroys the 
“lasy blaef* myth, it is a rick- 
ety, temporaiy defence. 

- The study also creates 
room for some grim projec- 
tions into (he rest of unem- 
ployment; ff toe kids are 
taWnff such a hammering toe 
psyeholi^lcal stress facra by 
toe adults of any ethnic group 
must be crij^ing since tii^ 
invariaby pironce ma^edly 
higher distress and depre^ 
sion scores. 

To some extent toe young 
are buffered against harsher 
mental erosion by. parental 
help and by having fover 
financial commitments than 
toe older unemployed. 

But as Dr Banks pointed 
out to me: "We are catching 
youngsters at a certain point 
ID toeir lives. When they are 
lA a different labour market 
opens up. They mi^t want to 
take on femily commitments 
of to'eir own ^ what happens 


to these young people then, 
given that 20 per cent remain 
continuously unemployed?” 

The Youth Training 
Scheme has helped a lot of 
young people but it does not 
provide an answer to toe 
chronic state of unemploy- 
ment — at best it is a door^ 
way in which to stand out of 
the cold for a year and young 
people remain sceptical, 
even cynical about the 
scheme. •There is a credibil- 
ita problem”. Dr Banks said, 
“waat the young people want 
are regular jobs”. 

At the fflomest be and his 
colleagues are working on 
the final phase of toe study in 
which they have followed toe 
same group of young people 
in order to study the longer 
term effects of unemploy- 
menL I am not anticipating a 
sudden reversal of psycholog- 
ical health scores when they 
report later this year. 

The psychologists warn 
against easy remedies being 
advanced — whether more 
youth training, additional 
roles for schools and col- 
leges. oar^ retirement and 
so on. This is fair enough, 
considering toe complexities 
of age, location, ethnic group- 
ing and. the economic 
climate. 

But ^ven the eridence so 
for accumulated, it does not 
take a genius to ponder the 
knociton effects of one of the 
most serious problems we 
have: .teachers- educating for 
the dole queue, the strata on 
femi^ life, toe retreat into 
resentful ethnic ^apings 
and the potential for iat^ 
scale social violence. The

THE OTHER DAY. an invet- 
erate, obsessive, excellent 
counttyside campaigner. An- 
drew Lees and l took a train 
out of Norwich toward Yar- 
mouth. By a quirk of timeta- 
bling it was actually headed 
for London; it was a rastly 
long Juggernaut, and lay its 
length beside the River Yare 
as It snaked its incongruous 
way through the fomous. em- 
battled Halveigate Mursho.^ 
which lie between the two 
townsL ' 

At Bemey Anns Halt, it 
poised its last carriage and a 
naif beside toe micro-piai 
form and let Lees, me. and 
his bike off. There are no 
roads to connect Bcrney 
Arms with anj’whore else. 
You walk along gr^n tracks, 
beside ditches which should 
be rich in wildlife and some- 
times. though rather rarel>', 
still arc. Windmill stumps 
and the occasional house 
raise themselves from the 
fostness. Once or twice wc 

S assed drainage teams with 
iggers. 

Haivergate Marshes is the 
flagship of the campaign to 
keep what we can of the 
Britieh countryside in tradi- 
tional good heart, in which 
fertility is not so much 
achieved from a bag of 
chemical fertiliser as froia 
animal muck and clover. The 
marshes, an essential part of 
the sog^ Norfolk Broads 
scene, have just been 
accorded special status by 
toe Treasury, which found 
extra money for the Country- 
side Commission and the 
Ministry of Agriculture 
(HAFF) to tempt farmers 
there to go on gn^ng cattle, 
rather than to switch to diy^ 
ing out their land to grow 
wheaL 

The new system is pretty 
leakf. For a start, many form- 
ers couid gain over £200 an 
acre by plou^ing for wheat: 
toe nev' grant will put up 
only £50 an acre. Worse, it 
may persuade Parliament 
that there is no further need 
seriously to reform toe wild- 
life and Countryside Act: a 
crucial clause in a proposed 
Mark H of toe Act, giving 
MAFF a bei^tened obliga- 
tion to care for conservation 
in all its work, is in dan^rof 
being lost when it comes 
before the Commons again 
this month. The scheme runs 
for three years: it may con- 
stantly be cited by govern- 
ment as needing to run its 
course before things have to 
be thought about again. 

Haivergate Marshes are 
important, but they are not 
the only important place in 
Britain which needs help. 
The EEC Council of Ministers 
has recently, in an epoch- 
making move, allowed 
national agriculture minis- 
tries to spend their own 
money, if they like, on their 
own projects to conserve 
wildlife on farmland. The 
conservation movement is 
hoping hard that this summer 
and autumn — when these 
issues are up for grabs in 
EEC discussions — the whole 
EEC Common Agriculture 
Policy can be tilted in favour 
of conservation-farming 
instead of destructive over- 
productivity. We have to 
make it easier to help any 
former with a conservation- 
productivity dilemma to come 
down on the right side. 

Lucidly, because the public 
likes the countryside, and 
because ecologically sound ' 
forming is capable of being 
surprisingly profitable, we 
need not much listen to the 
bleating of the Neanderthal 
(declining) element of the 
farming community which 
still believes in the white 
beat of technology. But there 
are some things which need 
doing, and focing, and there 
woiud be DO better place 
than Haivergate to begin. 

Andrew began it 1^ 
suggesting that we were walk- 
ing in "England’s Camargue.*’ 
Suddenly you see it: Haiver- 
gate, much wetter in places 
than it is now. alive again 
with waterfowl, grazed by big 
herds of snckler beei 
animals, with horses (white if 
need be) available for 
trekidag.

TWO publications by the 
CottfedenUon of British In- 
dustry in the last few das^ 
stake out the politick hori- 
2on for us as we near the 
ndddte of the present parlia- 
ment In the foreground are 
the prospects for the econ- 
omy within the present par- 
liamentary cyde. The CBFs 
latest batch of bullish fore ' 
casts, based on a survey of 
its meirters, reinforce, the 
impression that the Govern- 
ment is sitting pretty to 
dght an elecDon . in. 1987' 
wm the economic recovery 
still continuing, with real Rv- 
ing standards rising, and 
wiUi tax cats fructihdng in 
the pockets of the people; 

A second document from 
the €BI (Change eo'Sueoe^ * 
which I highly xecoBunend) 
peers over the horizon .of the 
medium-term . into the abyss 
of cootinulxig long-term de- 
cline. Here the picture is 
grim : our adapUbili^ is in- 
ferior to bt|ie^ in a 'v^rld 
In whidi tedmMogy. can be 
transferred at frightening 
speed ; we oontiBue to lose 
market ahaies and competU 
tivenea ; the products and 
servien we offer are too 
down-market : we are in dan- 
ger of becoming a third-class 


producer itnMde to suppokt a 
&^-<dass studBod of living. 
If so, warns the GBl, the 
prosp^ is one of dec^,* 
social upheaval and pm'haps 
even a rebuu to the violence 
of earlier soctetles. 

But try telling'that:tb tbe 
voters in 1987. We live in 
the preseot 'snd most of us 
live chiefly for the -present' 


The reach of party polities 
does not extend beyond the 
hori^* of a single parlia- 
ment, and nor do moet pohtl- 
eal expectations. Prophets do 
not meke successful poUti- 
dans. No one is:going to win 
many votes In 1987 by talk- 
ing about the' twenty-first 
century or arousing anxieties 
about when the oil runs out 
certainly not if there Is 
money in pockets. 

What about unemploy- 
ment ? PoUstera tdl us that 
unemployment is the issue. 
Pundits tell us that the next 
. eledibn will be won or lost 
on jobs. I wonder,' To be 
sure, when'invited by opin- 
' ion pollsters people are 
ready enough to deprecate 
the high level of unemploy- 
ment. They don’t like it ; 
they are aware that it in- 
volves some human suffering 
(“ altbouih notiiihg- like the 
thirties ” they reassure them- 
selves). and it offends against 
the reason of their minds to 
be told that the Govern- 
ment’s economic policies are 
succeeding brilliantly while 
imemployment rises inexora- 
bly, pailieularly when they 
see wiork to be done every- 
where, streets crumbling and 
housing in need of repair. 

For all that, I see little 
evidence tbat concern about 
the unemployment which af- 
flicts IS per ■ cent of the 
istered working population 
outwddg.tho concern of the 
other ^‘per cent about vriiat 
the pay -dheque will buy in. 
the shops and the interest 
'rate Charged on the mort- 
gage. Unemployment may be 
the issue on their lips, but 
inflation remams the issue in 
their hearts. 

Uoztrover, although people 
blame the wvenimeot’s poli- 
cies in part for continaingiy 
high unemployment also 
blame the world beyond the 
GavernmcBts control and to 
some extent they also blame 
the past,.by wtdeh they usu- 
ally mean tiie trade unions. 
Survey material suggests-that 
as hardcore, long-term 
unemployment increases so 
does the hard-nosed view 
that there is nothing to be 
done about k. ftovided 
things are sot intolerable the 
longer they go on, the more 
inevitable they seem. 


It should be plain from Mr 
Lawson's Bud^ that the 
underlying ealeula- 

tion of the Government is 
tbat It can win another Gen- 
eral Election with nzioDpIoy- 
ment at around the three 
twillio" mark. Some Ministers 
are quite open about this 
The policy is sot to do any- 
thing much about unemploy- 
ment but to try 16 ronvince 
people that there is nothing 
much to be done although, 
of course, the Govezament 
“cares” as deeply as they 
do. Then everyone can shed 
crocodile tears all the way to 
the polling booths just as 
they did in 1983. 


This cynical but 1 think 
poUtieally-shrewd calculation 
should be kept ffinnly in 
TMiTiri in 'the week in which 
the Labour Party endeavours 
to relaunch its^, after the 
wast^ year of Seargill, with 
its jobs asmp aign. So sbould 

the two i^l appraisals which 
1 have discussed, the one 
showing a sbort-term pros- 
pect highly favourable to the 
Government and the other a 
long-term prospect poten- 
tially disastrous for the 
country. 

That is the shape of 
things. BQd-term discontents 
can obscure our view of it. 
The Government is getting 
unpopular but not very un- 
popular. If we write off the 
general election as an un- 
natural disaster for the La- 
bour Party and take as our 
btoq line the state of the 
parties at tbe moment Mr

Tory voters for 
every one of Labour’s. 

Nevertheless, things are 
looUng up for Labour and, 
therefore, down for tbe Alli- 
ance. For the Labour Party 
is beginning to put forward 
its acceptable face once 
more. Ur Seargill is routed: 
the Militant Tendency is on 
the wane: few heads nave so 
far rolled in tbe terror of 
reselection: Mr Benn wails 
from the sidelines, his career 
squandered, the Enoch Pow- 
ell of his party; the Town 
Hall revolutionaries are in 
sectarian disarray. For the 
time' since 1979 the 
hard left is more of a joke 
than a menace.

Like some halludnatoiy 
balloon debate in which' toe 
losers insist on climbing 
back ito toe basket to fight 
their case all over again, the 
National Gallery extension 
saga has achieve, unbeliev- 
ably, a complete circumnavir 
gation with yet another an- 
nouncement about yet 
another search for a fine 
building to grace toe spot 
toal has been a thriving car 
park for 45 years. Great 
sews or not. any reader with 
a memory capacity greater 
than 16K is counselled to 
remain sceptical, for the last 
derisive event that occurred 
in the environment of the 
National Gallery was toe 
Luftwaffe bombing of Hamp- 
ton’s department store in 
1941. 

Lord Annan, and his soon 
to be successor, Mr Jacob 
Bothchild, may well 'wish to 
focus the attention of the 
public on the new searto for 
an untrained firm of archi- 
tects to tindertake the new 
eonunission. But walking 
wounded from toe 1981 com- 
petition that turned into an 
architectural equivalent of 
the Charge of the Light Bri- 
gade, may not be able to 
forget the past so easily. 

In 1980 toe Board of 
Trustees of the National Gri- 
•lery derided to enlarge their 
exhibition space by one third 
to permit the di^lay of 230 
Renaissance paintings but 
being strapped lor cash, they 
end^ up accepting some- 
one’s idea that the building 
should be paid for by 50.000 
sq ft of commercial office 
space.

ruled against the proposal 
but politely invited Trafalgar 
House to submit an alterna- 
tive design. 

So far, toe cultural experi- 
ment has cost the business 
world at least £5 million in 
architects* fees ■— payment 
for the continuous process of 
alteration to not only the 
” winning” scheme, but all 
the other entries as well 
until surii time as they 
dropped out. 

It was at this juncture 
that the myth of toe stab in 
the back came to the Gal- 
lery’s rescue. All those who 
entered so earnestly into the 
enterprise now largely de- 
claimed that the architects’ 
brief was at fault; that no 
designers could produce a 
decent building with that co- 
lossal load of office accom- 
modation to deal with ; that 
any government worth its 
salt would not have been so 
mean as to refuse io come 
up with toe £18 million nec- 
essary to build a proper ex- 
tension. This myth convo. 
niently ignores the one 
spectacular design by Rich- 
ard Rogers that did emerge 
from toe original competition 
— a project that was dis- 
missed by the outrageons 
procedure of taking a nega- 
tive vote from the 1982 fiztal- 
ists exhibition visitors. 

With the aid of Sainsbuiy. 
the trustees aopear to have 
saved their sUns and most 
undeservedly so. It is in toe 
nature of things that few 
will shed a tear for Nigel 
Rroakes and Tntolgar 
House. Bnt great damage has 
been done to tbe trust and 
confidence that alone sup- 
ports genuine acts of patron- 
age and Peter Ahrends, a 
fine architect, has been made 
• to look like a failure by a 
farrago of nonsense in wnich 
he was caught up and from 
which he never managed to 
struggle free. For his sake, 
as well as for others, less 
agonisingly involved, one 
cannot be optimistic about 
toe new arrangements.

LET US praise something 
British : for all the warts on 
our £naaciai system it does 
manage to avoid the take- 
over gyrations that currently 


grip Wall Street. 

One of the more useful 
lessons of the British 
Telecom and Reuter flota- 
tions last year was how the 


British share issuing mecha- 
nism contrasted well with 
the North American one. In 
'both cases the l<ondoD mar- 
ket managed to . place the 
shares in fairly firm hands, 
while in the US. to eimggcp' 
ate slightly. ever>’one was 
only interested in making a 
quick turn. Result : Ln both 
cases much of the New York 
Issue ended up back in Lon- 
don, and in the Reuters case 
the New York issue signifi- 
cantly depressed the London 
issue price. 

Now it is worth asking 
whether the rules on take- 
overs developed over the 
years in London provide for 
a fairer market olace than 
the more legalistie arrange, 
ments in New York. 

A couple of weeks ago the 
major television network 
was taken over, and 
now it looks as tliough CBS 
may go the same way. In 
itself there is nothing objec- 
tionable in takeovers : the 
logic of the market allocat- 
ing capital requires that 
managemrats which carry 


market credibility are able 
to persuade the market to 
back their expansionist 
moves. 

After all, that is what hap- 
pens here, most notabl y in 
the market’s backing of BTR 
In its takeover of the larger 
Thomas Tilling. 

But in the Ub there is a 
new twist. There is a climate 
akin to. the financial cond- 
tlons-that prevailed in Brit- 
ain in the early 1970s, when 
particular • financiers were 
granted superstar status by 
the market. Here we had 
Jim Slater. They are granted 
superstar status not so much 
for their managerial record 
but. for some additional qual- 
ity that is difficult to d(^ 
scribe in rational terms. 

In the US at the moment 
a number of financiers, com- 
mand superstar status: Ivan 
Boesl^, current raider of 
CBS, is the best known. The 
particular quality that this 
breed' of financier has to 
bring is to be disliked by 
established managements. If 
the raider is sufficiently dis- 


liked, all be has to do is to 
buy a small interest and the 
company will run so scared 
that it will generally take 
some step which will' ensure 
the raider gets out at a 
profit. 

So the analogy with Slater 
is not ' exact : there, it was a 
reputation which enabled 
paper bids to be made for 
real assets : it is a 

reputation which' encourages 
established managements to 
find ways of buying off the' 
predator. The logical link is 
that both represent, a market ' 
failure, in that the market is 
not allocating capital to the 
most efiicient management. 

The interesting question Is 
why the New Yon market 
should be functioning so 
badly at present 

The failure seems, largely 
a function of the excessively 
short-term ' view of market 
operators. But it mav to 
some extent at least \»e a 
result of tile way US take- 
over rules are framed. 

At any rate It Is an import

Mounting opposition from 
the Ministry of Defence to the 
crucial W30 helicopter project 
is plunging 'Westland, the 
connlry's sole helicopter manu- 
facturer, into a deepening 
crisis.

The news comes amid 
growing concern at Westland’s 
chances of landing a vital £60 
miKion order for W30 helicop- 
ters friMn India and will inev- 
itably raise fresh doubts about 
tile eompuy’s long term abil- 
ity to retain its independence. 

Westland has been lobbying 


the MoD with increasing des- 
peration in recent months to 
clinch a £300 million order for 
W30s to fill a glaring gap ia 
the firm's production line in 
the late 1980s. 

Westland’s production of 
helicopters like the l^nx and 
Sea King is likely to run down 
over the next 18 months and 
output of the newly developing 
EHlOl military and civil heli- 
copter is not expected to begin 
until the end of the decade. 

The company, led by chair- 
man Sir Basil Blackwell, has 
been pinning its hopes for pro- 
duction after 1987 on selling 
WS8s to the Mod and interna- 
tional customers like the 
Indians. 

But these hopes appear to

The Department of Trade 
is rightly understood not (o 
be taking the exchange's 
threat to move to dual capac- 
ity seriously.

-Questioned in the Commons 
about the' Chequers ministerial 
meeting on rates last weekend, 
11^ Thatcher told MPs that 
the present means of raising 
xeyenue for local authorities 
not credible. She went on 
to say that rtform would take 
ft.major step. 

'It would also be veiy com- 
plicated if it was to a<^eve its 
aim, but she added : ^ We 
hope to bring forward propos- 
als to do just that" . 

The pledge has terrified 
many ' her own 'ministers, 
fearing that her undertaking is 
an unqualified promise with 
little or no tactical backing. 
Neither the environment de- 
partment nor the Scottish 
OffQee have mudi in tbe way 
of practical proposals ' to 
replace the easting rating 
system. 

Tbe Prime Minister caused 
some hilarity by referring to 
the weekend meeting as 
seminar." That was not bow 
most of the ministers present 
actually viewed the event. 

On the contrary, the local
